supply of cheap fuel and purity of the water, this city has some vf 
the greatest inducements which could be made to the concern ac- 
cording to statements made by the officials.

made the company by the board of trade at Creston. 0., offering it 
12 acres of ground and a $35.000 building as an inducement for 
the plant but the conditions there are s'ueh that this city would 
prove much more favorable.

Offer Clowville Sites 


On account of the high price 


asked for the land adjoining the 
Premium site the board has to 
surrender its options on the sauie. 
However. there is something more 
than an acre of ground belonging 
to the site and it is thought that 
this will prove -.sufficient for he 
nibber company concern, at least 
for the -time being. 
The reason 


for the company asking an extra 
five acres is so, that two other 
smaller industries may 
accom- 


pany the rubber plant to this city. 
The board, of trade alreadv" pwns 
sufficient ground for several fac- 
tory sites just south of the city 
which could be used just as well 
for the purpose as the land ad- 
joining the Premium building. 


Board's Proposition 


At the meeting Thursday after- 


noon it was first decided that the 
Premium building be given the 
concern for $7,500 (half the price 
asked) by the Commercial bank 
*n<] that the local board of trade 
do as much as possible 
towards 


selling stock for the company. 
However, it was apparent 
that 


the officials did not look upon this 
proposition favorably and a. more 
liberal inducement was 
offered 


them before they left the citv.

Columbus.

Whether any general taxation bill is 
put through the legislature at this 
session or not, it is quite certain that 
new provisions will be made as 
to 


the collection of delinquent taxes. F. 
K. Munn of the state tax commission, 
who has made an investigation of the 
matter, says that exactly the same 
rules are used by hardly any two 
counties in the state as to the collec- 
tion of such taxes.

(luenr personal taxes has struck the 
state commission favorably, and sug- 
gested his plan as a good one.
